Judge Ryan heard 2,076 
cases this year without a 
jury. Among the matters 
before his court were 273 
felonies. 709 misdemeanors, 
811 civil cases and 283 other 
civil matters including show 
cause motions, child support 
contempt, custody change, 
etc.

Suit Dismissed 
SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI) - U.S. District Judge John 
Wood has dismissed a suit which charged the state and the 
Hondo Independent School District 
violated the con­ 
stitutional rights of members of “ Familias Unidas (United 
Families).” 
The group refused to give the names of its members in 
Hondo, Wood said, prompting the dismissal. It staged a 
partial school boycott last year in protest of alleged 
discrimination against Mexican-Americans in the Hondo 
school system. 
Bank Robbed 
RIESEL, Tex. (UPI) — Two men walked into the First 
State Bank of Riesel Tuesday, cleaned out the tellers’ cages 
and escaped. There were no injuries reported. Police did not 
announce the amount of money taken by the two men. both 
armed with guns. 


Offices to Close 
For Thanksgiving 


All city and school district offices, along with most 
commercial establishments in town will be closed all 
day Thursday, in honor of Thanksgiving Day. Also 
closed will be the Post Office and area financial in­ 
stitutions. 
There will be no garbage pickup Thursday, nor on 
Friday, according to City Manager David Griffin, due 
to the City of Richardson’s sanitary landfill being 
closed. However, regular garbage pickup will resume 
on Monday. 
All city offices, the Post Office and area financial 
institutions will re-open for business on Friday mor­ 
ning, but the school district offices will remain closed 
for the “long weekend.” 
Also, the Collin County Courthouse will be closed on 
Thanksgiving Day, and all but the District Attorney’s 
office will be open on Friday.

SAN ANTONIO. Tex. ( UPI ) — For ll days Paul Chamber- 
lain and 23 other prisoners in an overcrowed jail chipped at 
the floor of their concrete cell with a smuggled hammer 
muffled with rubber and cloth padding. 
J’he next three days were spent burrowing a 22-foot long 
tunnel six feet under the prison's wall 
Once out last Sunday, the 16 Mexican nationals headed for 
the interior of their country and the eight American citizens 
scrambled two miles to the rain swollen Rio Grande. Two of 
them might not have made the swim across to the American 
side. 
The story of the escape was brought to the attention of the 
public Tuesday when three of the fugitives —Paul Chamber- 
lain. 26. a farmer from Justin, Tex.; Ken Lisenby, 22. a 
railroad worker from Arkansas; and Robert Magers, 21, an 
AWOL Army private from Kansas stationed at Ft Hood, 
Tex 
granted an interview to tell their story. 
Chamberlain said Daniel Phillip “Zero” Lang, 24, a friend 
of Magers from Indiana; and Dan Womack, 32, of Dallas, 
were unaccounted for following the swim across the river 
Zero was ahead of me in the water.” Magers said “ But 
when I came out, he wasn’t there. I lost him in the river.” 


The Rev. Kenneth Ulfeng of Eagle Pass, Tex., who visited 
the prison often to look into reports of overcrowding, 
m istreatm ent of prisoners and unsanitary conditions, con­ 
firmed the three m en’s story. 


“ I started feeling like I was part of an underground 
railroad about 3 a m. Sunday (when five of the Am ericans 
visited his hom e),” Ulfeng said. 
Ulfgeng said most of the men were jailed for drug-related 
offenses. The m inister said he doesn’t condone the use of 
drugs or escaping from prisons. But he said this case was, 
different. 


“ I don’t blame them tor trying to escape,” he said. 
“Justice is one thing, but I also believe in hum anity. 
“ The health conditions are atrocious, i would visit there 
and come home and bathe for fear of giving something to mv 
children.” 
He said some of them were held in the jail for as long as a 
year before they were brought to trial. 
Magers said he would turn himself over to authorities at 
Ft Sam Houston in San Antonio to answer AWOL charges 
Chamberlain and Lisenby said they were going home.

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County, Cities Get Bargain 


$3 Million in Taxes Saved 


In Communications Linkup 


Trends are being formed 
almost everyday-some are 
for the good while still others 
bring out the worst in 
citizens. However, a trend of 
the last few years for taxing 
agencies who receive much 
of the money from the same 
group of taxpayers, to work 
together on the elimination 
of duplicating services, just 
has to be on the good side of 
the ledger. 
Most recently brought into 
focus has been a cooperative 
program 
involving 
the 
various cities, the county, 
and the North Central Texas 
Council of Governments. 
Ultimately, it is expected to 
save 
area 
governments 
approximately three million 
dollars in local taxes. 
“ Approximately 
three 
years ago,” said McKinney 
Chief of Police Bobby G. 
M cPeak, “ It was deter­ 
mined by numerous local 
and state agencies that there 
must be a better way to 
handle local and state-wide 
law 
enforcement 
com­ 
munications other than what 
was currently being utilized. 
“ At 
that 
time 
many 
agencies were operating on 
the same radio frequency, 
even at some locations with 
public works and other type 
non-law enforcement units. 
“ Teletype and computer 
systems were operating only 
in the metropolitan areas 
and outlying agencies were 
not even able to have contact 
with the updated systems.” 
Tower Cooperation 
According to Collin County 
Sheriff Jerry Burton. “ The 
latest cooperative effort 
between Collin County and 
the City of McKinney in the 
erection of a giant tower 
demonstrates 
how 
two 
taxing agencies can work 
together to save money for 
the taxpayer.” 
At a recent meeting of the 
Collin 
County 
Com­ 
missioners 
Court 
and 
at 
another 
meeting 
that 
Monday night of the City 
Council of McKinney, both 
governing bodies passed 
motions to work jointly on 
the communications project. 
McKinney 
City 
Fathers 
agreed to provide the land, 
slightly over three acres, 


needed for the county to 
erect a giant transmitting 
and receiving “ repeater 
station’’ while the Com­ 
missioners agreed that the 
County would be responsible 
for the installation 
and 
maintenance of the equip­ 
ment. 
Sheriff Burton also pointed 
out that it was the County’s 
responsibility to provide the 
land as well as to maintain 
equipment. However, since 
McKinney was in a position 
to provide the land as a 
cooperative plan, the County 
taxpayers were saved the 
price of going elsewhere for 
the land. 
Chief 
McPeak 
said, 
“ Seeing 
the 
need, 
the 
Criminal Justice Council of 
the 
State of Texas, 
in 
cooperation with the Federal 
Criminal Justice agencies 
and 
Local 
Council 
of 
Governments, implemented 
a broad based study by 
communications experts to 
see what would be needed to 
have a fully compatible 
statewide 
communications 
system. 
“ After this survey, several 
projects were determined to 
be needed and steps were 
taken to supply the needed 
information and equipment 
on a Federal, State, and 
local participation. This plan 
was accomplished by local 
agencies funding about 25 
percent of the needed funds 
and 
State 
and 
Federal 
monies being used for the 
remaining 75 percent. 
Two Programs 
“ The 
plans 
were 
separated 
into 
two 
programs, one being land- 
lin e 
co m m u n ica tio n s 
(teletype and computer) and 


the 
other 
being 
radio 
communications. 
“ Through the land-line 
p r o je c t ,” 
co n tin u ed 
McPeak, 
“ many agencies 
were equipped with law 
enforcem ent 
teletype 
systems in order that they 
might 
utilize 
the 
newest 
computer facilities on a 
regional, state, and Federal 
level. Some agencies, in­ 


tower which the County will 
be installing is called a 
repeater station and will be 
capable of transmitting over 
a 
14-county area or to 
another repeater station 
designed to serve the same 
function. There are very few 
such stations in the state but 
when all are installed, any 
car or base unit will be able

McKinney with inter-city 
equipment as our agency at 
the time was fully equipped 
with the other modern radio 
equipment. In the second 
phase, which is now being 
implemented, all agencies 
are being placed on special 
frequencies to enhance the 
operation of that particular 
department.”

and quickly with that unit at 
any time.” 
Seven Involved 
Under the regional law 
enforcement radio com­ 
munications program, seven 
different law enforcement 
agencies in Collin County are 
participating in the grant 
program. 
Collin County Sheriff’s 


are being fully coordinated 
to provide better and more 
efficient contact within the 
state where all units and 
agencies might work major 
situations together. At the 
present schedule, equipment 
should be delivered to all 
agencies in the area by about 
March, 1975, and when in­ 
stalled will complete the 
state system.”

Eyes Give New Life 


JENISON, Mich. (UPI) - 
Mrs. Joyce van Tubergen 
quit her job as a waitress 23 
years ago but wouldn’t tell 
her bosses why she took off 
her apron. 
The reason was that she 
couldn’t read the prices on 
the menu. 
Mrs. Van Tubergen was 
going blind. Now 42, she is 
driving her own car, because 
of 
w hat 
she 
calls 
a 
“m iracle” — transplants of 
the corneas of both eyes. 
Two painful operations re­ 
placed dam aged corneas 
and 
a 
13-year 
healing 
process has restored her 
vision. A mother of three, 
she passed her driving tests 
and received her license a 
month ago. 
The local 
doctor who 
treated her recommended 
she 
seek 
help from 
the 


U niversity 
of 
M ichigan 
hospital as her blindness 
became more pronounced. 
“ I never heard of trans­ 
plants before,” she said. “ It 
was just an 
unbelievable 
feeling to think that there 
was just a dim chance to 
function again as a normal 
person. All I could think of 
was independence, and how 
it would feel to be free.” 
Her right cornea was re­ 
placed 13 years ago, the left 
five years 
later. 
But 
it 
wasn’t until a little more 
than a month ago that her 
vision reached the clearness 
that allowed her to pass the 
drivers test. 
Technically, the condition 
is called keratocoponus. To 
those afflicted, the meaning 


is 
gradual 
blindlness. 
Conical protrusions from the 
center of the cornea even­ 
tually expand and burst, 
causing the eyes to lose fluid 
and sight. 
“ I started to feel guilty 
about having kids,” she said 
“ I had to think if I could take 
the responsibility of having 
children I might not ever 
see. 
“ I 
was 
constantly 
checking on the boys to see 
where they were. They could 
leave the side of the porch 
and I couldn’t see them any 
m ore.” 
New corneas 
and eyes 
cannot be recycled, but Mrs. 
van Tubergen said she would 
donate her eyes upon death 
for scientific research.

DEAR POLLY — and Mrs.B.G. — To w rap one’s head in 
toilet tissue to hold the set I use at least IV2 to two yards of 
tissue put on turban style. Start at the hairline and wrap to­ 
w ard the crown, pin in place with bobby pins and then put a 
night net over all. Waves should be pinned before putting on 
the tissue and one should be gentle with a bouffant style. I 
have heard that a satin pillowcase helps keep one’s hair style 
but have never tried it. — LILLIAN. 
DEAR READERS — I find a rayon satin pillowcase alone 
works beautifully and keeps one’s hairdo (at least mine) for 
a full week. One or two clips placed at strategic places help, 
too.

Modular homes, heralded a 
few years ago as a housing 
panacea, have all but disap­ 
peared 
from 
the 
news 
following a shakeout that 
knocked out more than 1(K) 
producers in 1972 and 1973. 
They have not, however, 
disappeared 
from 
.the 
construction scene. 
Modular building goes on, 
quietly, with little of the 
fanfare 
that 
accompanied 
the days 
of 
‘‘Operation 
B r e a k t h r o u g h ,” 
th e 
g o v e rn m e n t- s p o n s o re d 
program of a few years ago 
that promised at least two 
thirds 
of 
all 
housing 
production 
in 
the 
United 
States 
would 
be 
factory- 
produced by the end of this 
decade. 
The fallout rate for the 
pioneers was high and the 
losses heavy —ranging to the 
$50 million Stirling Homex 
bankruptcy. The survivors, 
as in any fledgling industry, 
have learned from the early 
m istakes. There are in ­ 
dications the industry has 
found a solid base and, with 
time, modular builders will 
develop increasingly a c ­ 
ceptable design, profitable

Among today’s successful 
operations is that of The 
Deltona Corp. in Florida, 
operating two manufactured 
home 
factories, 
at 
Bradenton and St. Augustine 
Shores, 
building 
for 
five 
Deltona 
planned 
com ­ 
munities. Seven models of 
one-to-four bedroom homes 
are being shipped. 
Frank E Mackle, III, at 
the helm of Deltona, said the 
production 
pace 
still 
is 
relatively 
slow. 
‘‘This 
is 
deliberate,’’ he explained. 
‘‘It is designed to keep the 
plants healthy as Deltona 
shifts its construction em­ 
phasis from site built to 
manufactured housing.” 
Deltona's 
Manufactured 
Homes 
Division 
has 
produced more than 1,200 
homes valued at more than 
$28 million since it entered 
the field three years ago. 
“ Before this year is over,” 
Mackle said, ‘‘Deltona will 
have converted to modular 
construction on 
all new 
homes priced under $32,000 
at nearly all of the cor­ 
p oration’s planned com­ 
munities throughout Flori­ 
da.” 
At full capacity the two 


plants are geared to produce 
2,000 homes per year in a 
single eight-hour shift. By 
adding a second shift, annual 
output can be doubled to 
meet increased demand in 
the future. 
M ackle 
is 
a 
strong 
proponent of 
the 
single 
fam ily 
home, 
the 
old­ 
fashioned pride of owner­ 
ship. “ Having a home of 
your own with a yard is 
owning a piece of America. 
It’s really capitalism with a 
picket fence around it.” He 
said 
Deltona 
plans 
its 
communities so they will 
grow to 
small 
city 
size, 
perhaps 35,000 to 50,000 
population.
